SWEET CORN 


Stewart’s Disease Resistant. During the last four years, loss of 
sweet corn from bacterial wilt (Stewart's Disease) has increased. 
In many cases crops have been ruined, while few have escaped 
some loss. Experiment stations and seed companies have been 
trying to combat the disease. The greatest success has been at- 
tained by Prof. G. M. Smith of Purdue University, by line breeding 
certain strains of Golden Bantam and crossing the individuals that 
seemed most resistant. He has achieved very satisfying results. 
In his line breeding work, as is so often the case, he lost some of 
the quality of the variety he started with, particularly in earliness 
and flavor—two of the characteristics we have always emphasized 
in our selections. Using his resistant strains as a basis, we are en- 
deavoring to breed a sweet corn that will be resistant to this 
disease, and at the same time give us the earliness and flavor of 
Golden Bantam. We offer this year, for the first time, results of 
our work with Prof. Smith's strains, and we would appreciate re- 
ports on your experience with them. We do not say these strains 
are 100% resistant; what we claim for them is that they are 
sufficiently resistant to make it pay to grow them in sick soil. 

Vaughan’s Purdue Bantam. This was produced by G. M. Smith 
of Purdue University. It varies from an eight to a twelve and 
sometimes fourteen rowed corn, of a uniform length of ear, stalk 
that is taller by twelve inches than the regular Golden Bantam, 
heavier and darker colored foliage, ten days to two weeks later 
than our Golden Bantam, varying in resistance to Stewart's Dis- 
ease under different weather conditions, and soil conditions.
